few YoBK, May 28.— Bradatreet's to- 
morrow will aayj Tlie results ol the 
spring trade in Btapies, wfiicti is Aow 

over, are dieappointing. The most favor- 
able features are the relative activity 
among woollen Rooda manufacturera, 
who are working on old orders ; improv- 
ed. demand for shoes and leather; and 
the better demand for lumber in the 
West. Improved exports are reported 
frcim Pacific '.coast ports, but there is 
coAiparatively little gain in domestic 
trade there, except in cattle, vt ool and 
hardware at Portland. Graiu iu,d fruit 
prospects in Washington are excellent. 
Among twenty of the more important 
staple products only two, hidea antl 
wtjeat, have advanced, while one-half 
thp number, cotton, lumber, coal Buu- 
semer, pig iron, steel billets, steel rails, 
print cloths, sugar, pork and collee are 
unchanged, although there is a nominal 
advance in tboaaked prices for Bessemer 
pig and steel billets. Now that wool 
manufacturera have stocked up, wool is 
oil", as are cotton goods when sold in 
quantity. Eesin ia lower; and among 
uei^alB, flour, Indian corn, and oats to 
which' maybe added lard and petroleum. 

General trade at Toronto is unsettled 
bv the new tarifl" and proposed altera- 
tions to it. Bueinca'i ia not improved at 
Montreal. 

. 1)U.\'S HEVIEW. 

Kku- YoitK.'May 28.— K. G. Dun & 
Co.'b Weekly Eeview of Trade to-mor- 
row will say ; People are actually doinir 
more business than they realize- 'They 
reckon by values, but these are much 
lower than in any previous year of pros- 
perity and leave little margiu for profits. 
In quantity there is almost ab much 
businesa done as in the j'eara of greatest 
prosperity, and though the iucreaae in 
population would call for a material ex- 
pansion the comparison is not discourag- 
ing. The recovecy is slow, but more 
has been done on the whole in 
May than in April. while re- 
turns in April showed the volume 
of busineos only 10 per cent, smaller 
than that of the best ye'ir heretofore. 
Yet hesitation is doing its work every 
week, and multitudes are waiting he- 
cause of posBibilities at Washington who 
ought to be swelling the demand for 
labor and, tbe products of labor. Eventa 
have proved that the wheat going out ia 
much larger than any of the inarketa 
expected. The outgo of corn, largely 
taking the place of wheat in foreign con- 
sumption, ia fftr beyond precedent or 
exuectation, iind for four weeks has 
been »,,S30,0!)1 against (j,001,0S6 last 
year. With liberal interior supplies, 
the price has declined a fraction. 

Pig iron ehows no change in price, but 
it is noteworthy that an advance of 35 
centa in the Iliitish price of American 
pig is considered a relief as iesBening the 
urgency to sell Southern pig in Northern 
marketa. Tin and copper are stronger, 
but the tinplate makers have agreed 
upon an advance, though the best grades 
aell aa before, at ^3.30 against $3.80 for 
foreign. 

Sales of boots and shoes are smaller 
in May than in any year since 181)2, but 
niakera who have made conceeaioils in 
prices have orders for months ahead. 
Leather is weaker in tone, . without much 
change in nominal quotations, while 
hides have been raised by packers in 
Chicago nearly as high as they were last 
February, 

TRADK OF TIIK DOMINION". 

Canadian trade docs not show im- 
provement. Businesa is not active, nor 
are collections good at Montreal. The 
money market there is unchanged. At 
Toronto there ia a fair trade in dry goods 
and hardware, but a lack of snap in 
wholesale trade generally, although 
prospects are good. Winnipeg re- 
ports good bnalnesa in implements 
and carriage, and average in grocer- 
ies and boots and - sheee with only 
sorting ordeza in dry. goods and eoUec- 
tions Talr. Wholesale trade is satiafac- 
tory at Vancouver, though local interest 
in mining has somewhat abated, and 
while collections from dietricta are alow, 
local collections have decidedly improv- 
ed. Victoria reports collections only 
fair with general trade in all lines not 
reported, but Hhipmenta of groceriea, 
dry gooda and clothing to the mining 
districts are steady while local trade ia 
dull. 

■ , - • "TRADE STATISTICB. 

Failures for the week have been 214 
in the United States, the smallest in any 
week since September, 1895, against 239 
last year ; and 22 in Canada against 20 
last year. 

Bank clearings for eighty-seven cities 
for the week ending May 27, show a 
total of $917,028,039, a decrease of 4 per 
cent,, as compared with the correspond- 
ing week last year. Outside of New 
York city, the clearances were $417,408,- 
375, a decrease of 1.4 per cent. The 
clearances for the Dominion of Canada 



wereaa follows: Montreal, $8,726,313, 
decrease 1.4 per cent. ; Toronto, $5,730, 
282, increase 15 per cent; Winnipeg, 
$970,420, increase 14.1 per cent.; Half 
fax, $864,457, increase 2,2 per cent. 
Hamilton, $504,474, increase 0.3 per 
cent; St. John, $477,423. 

FATAL INDIAN HUNT. 

Several White Lives Sacrlflce'd'ta tbe CUase 
of a Uurderer,,.. r. ' 

Prince Albert, May 28.— (Special)— It 

having been reported that an Indian 
called "Almighty Voice" had shot a 
rancher named Vonness, near Batoche, 
Inspector Wilson, with.a party of police^ 
went in pursuit. The party came' on 
" Almighty Voice " this morning at 9' 
o'clock. He shot Captain Allan, break- 
ing his arm, and Sergeant Raven was 
shot through the groin. The Indian is 
surrounded in a blull" a few miles from 
Duck lake, and will probably he captured 
to-day. All the available men to he had 
have been sent out from Prince Albert. 

A dispatch from Duck Lake, N.W.T 
says : Mr. Poser, merchant, of this placej 
who accompanied a party of citizena 
from here to the scene of to-day's shoot 
ing, has returned and reports that Con- 
stable Kerr and Corp. Plocking, of the 
police, and Ernest Grundy, postmaster 
of Duck Lake, have been shot oead. They 
tried a rush on the bluff , in which the 
Indians are. One Indian ia dead 
Alinighty Voice and'anbtber Indian are 
still seeurely sheltered in the bluQ', hav 
inedugpits.A Sapt. Gagnon has aent to 
Prince Albert fo^ a gun to shell tbe In- 
dians out. The other wounded men pre- 
viously reported are doing as well aa can 
be expected. Dr. Stowart from here and 
Dr. Bain of Prince Albert are both in 
the field with the police.

A Ne-w Ontario Offlcial— Dr. Borden RecoT- 
ering— Death of Mr. Molson. 

Mr. George Anderson, of Toronto, has 
been appointed trade commissioner to 
go to Japan. 

Eliaha Stewart, provincial land sur- 
veyor, has been appointed chief of the 
new mining office at Bat Portage, creat- 
ed at the last session of the legislature. 

John U. R. Molson,' president of the 
Molsons Bank and bead of the well 
known Molson brewing firm, died in 
Montreal yesterday. He had been ill 
for several months. 

Grand Master Morrieey has been re- 
elected to that position by the Brother- 
hood of Trainmen at Toronto. Grand 
Secretijry Sheelian was defeated by Mr. 
King of Binghainpton. The convention 
decided to meet in New Orleans in 1899. 

Dr. 15orden, the Minister of Militia, 
who has beea ill ever since he was hurt 
in the accident on the Intercolonial rail- 
way last fall, has sent to the Montreal 
Herald a denial of the story that he is 
about to resign. He says his recovery 
is assured, and that he hopes' to resume 
his oflicial duties within three months.

Lo.vDON, May 27.— In the House of 

Commons to-day the President of the 
Board of Trade, Mr. C. P. Ritchie, intro- 
duced a bill to legalize the metric sys- 
tem of weights and measures. 



London, May 28.— Mr. John Redmond, 
Parnellite leader, was suspended in th'a 
House of Commons to-day, owing to hiff 
persiatence in an irregular referanra to 
the financial relations between Great 
Britain and Ireland. Mr. John J. 
Clancy, member for North Division, 
Dublin County; Wm. Kedmond,-mebi- 
ber'for West Clare, and Wm. 'Field, 
member for St. Patrick Divisioii SJ'DubV 
liu, for similar conduct, were also re^ 
moved from the House of Commons by 
the serceant at arms.

Vancouver, May 28.— (Special)— In 
the second suit — that of Patteraon ve.

Point Ellice bridge disaster the jury 
handed iu the following verdict : 
. Tbe corporation did control and man- 
age the hridge.?: The bridge was not safe 
for triuia traffic up to the time of the ac 
cident. Bach use of the bridce was by 
ag'reembnt With the corporation. 

The corporation had knowledge of the 
condition of the bridge in time to pre- 
vent the accident. 

If the corporation had exercised or- 
dinary care thoy could have become 
aware of the condition of the 'bridge in 
time to prevent the accident. 

The corporation made no inquiry 
-whether tbe bridge was safe or not be- 
.fore permitting tramcars to use it. Such 
knowledge could easily have been ac- 
quired. 

The corporation suflered the bridge to 
iall-into disrepair. 

f The changes made by the corporation, 
Under the arrangement with it by the 
company, to the bridge did reduce the 
strength of the bridge to~ support trams 
passing over it. 

The hole bored by Cox in beam No. 3, 
,waa as described by him. The Ijole did 
add to the rottenness of tiie beam. 

The cause of the accident was the 
breaking of floor beam, No. 3. 

The damages awarded to the plaintiCf 
Mrs. Patterson, are $4,500; to each of 
tbe three children, $3,000 ; total, $13,500 

The matter of the motion for non-suit 
•was left in abeyance. Mr. Cassidy for 
the corporation said the only act of mis 
feasance was ilie boring of the hole by 
Cox. He desired to discriminate be- 
tween the council and their asjent. The 
city was not responsible for non-feasance ; 
also, the city was not responsible as the 
bridge was bailt on the foreshore and 
over the harbor.

TO BUhLDOZE SPAIN 

Kcportcd to Be the Intention of the United 
States in the Cub.-in Matter. 

Ni;w YouK, May i;s.— Tlie Journal this 
morniug ))ublislie8 a dispatch from 
Washington on the Cuban question. Tlio 
dispatch says : "Tlie work of prepar- 
ing a way for negotiations with Spain is 
being pushed as speedily as possible, 
but diplomacy is slow. The first publio 
move was tbe sending of Mr. Calhoun to 
Cuba, Tbe second, and more import- 
ant, will be the nomination of a minis- 
ter to, Spain." 

' After intimating that it is in Presi- 
dent McKinley's mind to ofTer this post 
to ex-President Harrison, the dispatch 
continues : " When iMr. Calhoun inukes 
a written report to the President, to 
bring evidence as to the Cuban situation 
down to date, the President will lay the 
following Htateniont before the Spanish 
government at great length, in the most 
courteous and diplomatic language, yet 
firmly and unmistakably: 

"'The United States is thoroughly 
posted on the situation in Cuba. You 
cannot reconquer the island. In over 
two years of bloody and destructive war- 
fare you have demonstrated that fact 
beyond question. The insurrection is as 
strong, or stronger, than ever. We have 
remained passive witnesses to the ter- 
rible destruction of lives and property, 
■to the almost irreparable injury of Am- 
erican property and Commercial inter- 
ests, for which there has been :io com- 
pensation. We can wait no longer. 
The provisional government ia willing to 
pay indemnity, or by determined by 
direct agreement to he a fairarbitratioii, 
and the United States stands ready to 
guarantee the i)iiyuieiit. This gives us 
u chance to retire with honor and with 
fair recompeiiHe. The alturiuilive forced 
upon the United Status by events is 
direct and forcible iiuiirvenlion, in which 
case but one result can come — you will 
not only lose Cuba, but lose it wiiliout 
u dollar of indemnity.' 
•' li says, ill conclusion, that the time 



for opening this correspondence is at 
hand. K is tKe President's desire to 
bring" about deflnite results quickly, to 
have success before* the announcement, 
but silence is as impossible as secrecy." 



GREAT BRITAIN ONLY. 

Mr. Laurier Repeats Tliat the Mother Coun- 
try Alone WiU Be Entitled to tbe . 

Preferential. Tariff. . , \ •;, 

(From Our Own Oonespondont.) 

Ottawa, May 28.— The house was in 
committee on the preferential clause in 
the tariff resolutions all day. The de- 
bate is likely to liist all next week. Mr. 
Foster states that other amendments 
will be ofTered, and a Conservative 
caucus has been called for Tuesday 
morning to agree on them. 

Mr. Laurier, in the course of his 
speech, said the Government had looked 
over the tariiTs of the whole world and 
decided that Great Britain is the oiily 
country to receive preferential treat- 
ment, with the possible addition of New 
South WaicG. 

Sir Hibbert Tupper pointed out that 
the Liberal party in oi)po8ition contended 
for parliamentary control, but that no 
sooner are they in oflice than they want 
to remove the control of the tariff from 
parliament and vest it in the govern- 
ment. 



THE NEW FANGLED TABIFF. 

German Opinion Is That It Will Not Worm 
—England's Interest to Maintain 
the Treaty. 

London, May 20.— The Berlin corres- 
pondent of the Times says: German 
opinion is general that the Canadian 
tarifl" will prove unworkable. It is re- 
marked that Canada might complacently 
see England denounce the German 
treaty, since the Canadian exports to 
Germany from 1893 to 1895 only totalled 
8,000,000 marks, while the German ex- 
ports toCanadaduringthesameperiodex- 
ceeded 50,000,000 marks. !put,itisargued, 
England, in view of her own export in- 
terests, will think ten times before 
denouncing the treaty. The Neuste 
Nacliiichten says it is ridiculous to argue 
that the commercial treaties of England 
with foreign powers only apply to Can- 
ada when ratified by the approval of the 
Canadian government, as England 
undertook certain obligations on behalf 
of her colonies, and must settle the 
question between hisrself and Canada, 



PAST ATLANTIC STEAMERS. 

Particulars of the New Contract Laid Be- 
fore the Commons— Mr. Bostock 
Asks Questions. 

fFrom Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, May 29.— Sir Richard Cart- 
wright to-night brought down a copy of 
the contract with Peterson, Tait & Co., 
for the fast Atlantic service. The ves- 
sels are to have a speed of twenty-one 
knots and to make not less than 500 
miles a day; to be equal in every respect 
to the Lucania, Campania and such ves- 
sels ; the subsidy to be£154,500. of which 
the British government will pay one 
third. Two steamers are to bo ready by 
May 31, 1899, the other two by May 1, 
1900. The service is to be fortnightly 
while there are only two vessels, and 
weekly when there are four. The ports 
are to be Liverpool and (iuebec and 
Montreal in summer, and Halifax or St. 
John in winter. The vessels are not to 
go to any foreign port or to be allowed 
to accept a subsidy from any foreign 
government, or to make discrimination 
in freight rates. 

Mr. Bostock will ask why Inspector 
McNab made a trip to Ashcroft in the 
spring of 1896, what were his instruc 
tions, and who paid his expenses. 

Premier Turner, of British Columbia, 
arrived this afternoon and occupied a 
seat on the floor of the House to-night. 

Two bicycles were stolen from the 
vestibule of tfie House of Commons to 
niglit. 

MAN UFACTURERS PROTEST. 

The Lowering of the Tariff on Soaps Will 
Worlc Ruin to Canadian Industries. 

From the Atlantic to the Pacific the 
soap manufacturers of Canada are join 
ing in protest against the decreased 
duties provided by the new tariff, and 
already several New Brunswick members 
on both Bides of politice have waited 
upon the Minister of Finance in the in 
terest of the manufacturers at St. .Tohn 
and St. Croix. Their arguments against 
the reduction of the duty as existing 
prior to this year were summarized 
brieily as follows : 

" Tlie duty on soap ia now one cent 
l)er pound. We ask that the duty be 
changed from one cent to one and a hall 
cent. Seven-eighths of the soap sold in 
Canada is in the form of cakes put up in 
100 cakes to the box of about 75 pounds. 
This soap sells at about $3.40 to $3.9U 
per box wholesale for the better grades, 
and over three-fourths of the soap sold 
is of the best grade. The duty on a box 
of soap at one cent per pound is 75 cents 
per iiox, or at the rate of from 20 to 21 
j)er cent. At three-fourths of a cent per 
]ioniul, or with one-fourth the duty re 
moved, the percentage would be 
from 15 to Ki jier cent. I'higlish 
Hoapmakers liave a very complote 
system of extracting glycerine from 
spent lyes, which in smaller factories is 
refuse. This process can only bo done 
in a large way. None of the factories in 
Canada are large enough to do the com- 
plete process. This makes at least one 
eighth of a cent additional, so that in the 
face of the strong competition wo would 
have actually only live-eighths of a cent 
a pound duty, equivalent to 1.3 per cent. 
It is pointed out '"also that the English 
soap, oven- 'at the - old duty, came in in 
large ijuantities." 

Mr. W, J. Pendray of this city, who is 
undoubtedly tbe largest manufacturer iu 
the West, heartily endorses all these ar- 
guments of his Eastern contemporaries, 
believing that if the decreased tariff is 
allowed to become operative great injury 
will result to the soap manufacturing in- 
dustries of the Dominion. As an illus- 
tration of the damage which the English 
manufacturers are doing to tbe home in- 
dustry, Mr. Pendray points to the Port 
Sunligiit factory whoso headquarters are 
in Liverpool and who make shipments 
to Canada in such quantity, at the same 
time offering so many*, special vinduco- 
ments to the retail trade in the form of 
prizes, etc., that the yhome soap makers 
experience -great difficulty in competing 
with them even attheold rates of dutv. 
If these duties are lowered, Mr. Pendray 



prophesies tliat the English soap will 
glut the market, and many of the man- 
ufacturers of the Dominion will be ac- 
tually forced out of business. 

Before the tinkering with the tariff' 
commenced! it had been Mr. Pendray 's 
intention to erect another large factory 
in Victoria. Ho had even gone so far as 
to order a quantity of special and thor- 
oughly up-to-date machinery. Then 
tbe duties dropped, and he found him- 
self foirced- to call a halt to the improve- 
ments under way|' until such time at 
least as it could be ascertained^ that the 
tiovernment intended to takei, into con- 
sideration the intereiatB'- of ^ihe home 
manufacturers as against their Eni;lish 
rivals in business. 

These latter have the double advan- 
tage of no duty to pay on their raw 
materials and exceedingly low trans- 
portation charges to enable their prp- 
ducts to be laid down in Canada at rock 
bottom prices. At the present time 
they have every advantage in the Can- 
adian market, and it looks as though 
the government of the Dominion was 
disposed to still further assist them 
through the tariff— even at the sacrifice 
of the home factories that Canadian 
enterprise and industry have laboriouHly 
built up.

Now.that anew stone beacon is abovt 
to replace the old Sau Pedro on Brotfchie 

ledge, the question is being asked how 
the rock came to get its name, and to 
supply the desired information appears 
to stagger the majority of even the 
oldest pioneers. The Lewis and Dryden 
marine history, explains tfaie '.^iiiattei 
thus: The ledge, it says, v/rb named 
after a Captain Brotchie, who, while 
master of the schooner Cadboro, en- 
tered Victoria harl}or in 1S37, his vessel 
beinK' the second, ever to disturb the 
placid vatera of this aria of the sea. He 
also entered and named Cadboro ba;r 
about the same time, hat whether be 
ever touched the fiubmerged rock marked 
so conspicuously fof the past few years is 
not stated. The Cadboro was a vessel 
with a hiHtory. She was built at Rye, 
fCngland, in 1824, and was a craft of one 
deck and two masts, schooner rigged, 
and wilb a standing bowsprit! 
fjhe was built nnd owned by 
tht! nudaon'a Bay Company, and sailed 
from London on her first trip in the fall 
of 1826, rounding Cape Horn, and arriv- 
in.? at Fort Vancouver, Oregon territory^ 
in the spring of the following yciir, 
bringing liesides her crew of picked Jnen, 
several new servants for the Bludson's 
Bay Company, about thirty persons all 
told. On arrival at Vancouver, Capt. 
Swan left the vessel and 10. Simpson, a 
naval lieutenant became niaster. In 
1831 he retired froua service and was 
succeeded by Capt. Sinclair. At this 
time the Cadboro was the crack vessel of 
tlie Pacifiu coast. She carried six sruus,, 
thirty-five men, and made a barrel of 
money for tlie Iludaon's liay Company 
on her tradinj; trips between Nootka 
Sound and Fort Vani;ouver. Capt. Sin- 
clair left the vessel in 1833, and Capt. 
Wm. Byan.ii'ssumed command. In 1835 
Capt. tJrotchie took charge, remaininir 
on her until 1838, and it was while be 
was in command that the harbors of Vic- 
toria . and Eaquimalt were discov- 
ered ' by the eteamer Beaver. 
Oapt. James Scarborouj^h succeeded 
Capt. Brotchio and continued sail- 
in!» the Cadboro for ten years, when 
in 18-18, he gave way to James Sangater, 
who remained witli iier until 1854, when 
Capt. J. L. Sinchiir took command. Tiie 
advent of the Otter, which was now as- 
sisting the Beaver, had a tendency to 
relegate the Cadboro to the rear, and 
though she did good service until the 
gold rush in 1S5S, she was beginning to 
show age, ho in ISflU tlie company sold 
her at micliou to Capt. Howard for 
$2,450. Ili-r new owner operated her as 
a coal and luiubor vessel between Vic- 
toria and neighboring ports until October 
1862, wlien during a trip up Sound with 
a Cargo of lumber she was caught in a 
Kale a few miles from Port Angeles, 
sprang alealc and was run ashore by the 
captain in charge, where tbe beating 
surf soon knocked her to pieces. 

THE C. p. N. C-O.'s LATEST ACQUISITION. 

The three-masted sciiooper Queen 
City, built at Vancouver some threu or 
four years ago, has become the property 
of tbe 0. P. X. Co.. her transfer having 
been effected on ThurBday. The vessel 
hag been idle in port Ipr the past year, 
and had sealing business not proved so 
un remunerative an industry during late 
years, she would now be one of tbe fleet 
which go down to the sea in search of 
seals. It was about I've years ago when 
the keel of the vessel was laid, but it 
was nearly two years later when she 
left the ways. She was originally des- 
igned as a steamboat, and was intended 
to ply on the northern route. Her own- 
era, however, were unable to ea: ry out 
their original plans, and sold her to 
some Victoria parties, who proposed 
making a sealer of her. She first made 
a few trips to and from the Orient, and 
since tlien has been idle. What will be 
done with her now Commodore Irving, 
of the C. P. N. fleet, waa yesterday un- 
able to state. The vessel ia a fine large 
craft of 187 tons register, and would, it 
is thougiht, make an admirable steam 
freighter. 

uEan i-oii Kur.uHS. 
Early yesterday morning the steamer 
Rainbow in tow of the tug Mamie, ar- 
rived from Vancouver to go on Turpels 
ways for repairs. The liainbow waa in 
Euchliitali Rapids on her w.ay to Tex- 
ada when her .shaft broke on Tuesday 
morning. It snapped oil' close to the 
(iropellor and the latter droj)ped into 
lifty fathoms of water where any at- 
lenii)t at recovery would bo futile. 
After the accident her boats were low- 
ered and tbe stfamer was pulled to an 
anchorage close in shore. 

MAUINK NOTKS. 

Cwing to the force of the current on 
the Fraser the tug Czar has been obliged 
to temporarily abandon the towage of a 
quantity of logs for the Brunette mills. 
To take 'the boom up the river now the 
tuf; would'have to run full speed against 
the current, and this would mean the 
separation of the logs. 

The N.P. steamship Mount Lebanon 
arrived at William Head from China and 
Japan last evening, and will be along- 
side the outer wharf early this morning. 
Slie has a very heavy freight on board 
for Victoria, besides a number of Chin- 
ese pasBengers.

In 
France there are said to bo about 4,000 
dolnu'ii.s, many of -which •would in Eng- 
land be called ohanibcrt'd tnmuli. The 
Indian dolmens whicli ;uro not covered 
up rcHomblo tho.so of western liluropc. 
Captain Jleadows Taylor examined a 
larf>;i.> number ijj India and (ibtainod 
particulars of no less than 2,121) in the 
Dekkan. About half of them hud an 
opening on one side, probably for the 
free entrance or 'Oxit of tho soul, as peo- 
ple thought tlien, jnst as in the F2gyp- 
tian i)yrumid there was a passago to the 
chimibcr contiuiiing the mununj-. AVit.li 
regard to the distributicn of these strnc- 
turcH, it is said that nouo is to be 
found in eastern Europe beyond Saxony.

KOSSLANB. 

Tliere is no call for anybody to apolo- 
gize for RoBsland. The visitor to that 
city may eeo lees life on the Btreota and 
less activity in the brokers' oflicea, but 
he will Bee more in the mines. He may 
see fewer people who expect; to get rich 
in a week, but he wlU;Bee morje who be 
lieve in Sosaland, becaase ' of "a knowl- 
edge of the elements' upon which it a 
future may be baaed. If not an addi 
tioiial ton of ore is taken out daily to 
what is now being shipped, Roealand will 
be a permanent business centre; but 
tliere ii no manner of doubt that the ore 
oatput will largely increase and with it 
■will necessarily come an increase in tho 
town's importance and prosperity. 

The question of the hour is smelters. 
Of ore there is an abundance ; but the 
moat of it is of too low a grade to be car- 
ried far. Freight from Rossland to any 
smelter, except that at Trial, does not 
go Mow $6 a ton and the greater part of 
the ore now in sight will not stand this. 
Time only is necessary to rectify this. 
Given ore in abundance at any point, 
and if it will not pay to carry it to a 
smelter, the smelter will go to 
it, if its quality is such that 
it can be treated anywhere at 
a profit. This is in accordance 
with business precedents everywhere. 
Tnere are some mines at Rossland, 
Buch as Lo Roi, War lOa^le and 
Centre Star, which are certain to do a 
great business for years to come. Others 
will be developed, but it takes time. 
There are certain stages in the progrees 
of mining camps. There is the prospec- 
tive stage, the speculative stage, the 
development stage and the dividend- 
paying stage. Rossland has paaseii 
through the llrst two stages, but with a 
few exceptions none of the properties 
hdve passed the third stage. Some of 
them are entering upon it. The pro- 
epective stage calls for muscle, courage 
and a little beans and baoon. The 
speculative stage calls for the peculiar 
qualitiea of tho boomsfer. The third 
stage calls for money anil plenty of it. 
Now, when it comes to talking about 
money for the development of a Roes- 
land mine, you are facing a very serious 
piece of busineaa. The notion that the 
man who can find a prospect can also 
Had someone to pay him a fortune for it 
is a mischievous one. Many a miner is 
wondering where ho is going to get 
&oney to live op thia summer, who 
might be on " easy street," as the say- 
ing is, if he had not deceived him- 
self with thia fancy. One thing 
proapectorsorthepurchasera of prospects 
or properties, on which a little develop- 
ment work has been done, may 
make up their mind to is that if 
they wish to interest capital in 
an enterprise they must make 
the enterprise iateroating to cajjitaliBts, 
and this ' cannot be . done when a great 
price is asked for iindeveloped proper- 
ties. A great hope of Rossland is that 
English capital will come in. It will 
come, but only when it sees its way 
clear to do ao with advantage. In plain 
English, the capitalist, no matter what 
bis nationality, proposes to get and is 
able to secure the big end of any 
busiuess propositiout It is said 
that some ot the large London 
financial houses are holding off from in- 
vestment in Kootcnay i)roper(ied in 
onlcr to brine priccH down to Hoinetliing 
wliich they reganl as reaaunablf. We 
do not know how good the uutbntity is 
for tlii^ statement, but it possosaea a 
go'i l deal of intrinsic probability, 
in view of thoae and other conaideir.- 



tions, which will auggeat themselves, 
we regard any lull "which may be ex- 
perienced in Rossland as simply charac- 
teristic of that transition stage through 
which all Buccesaful mining camps pass. 
The town has an assured future, not 
one, indeed, of feTeriah jjicicnlation, but 
of solid induEtry, a future based upon 
long pay rolls from good dividend-paying 
mines. - What more can a towii ask? 



A PORTENTOVS OUTLOOK. 

Recently the Horticultural Association 
of Sarcozie, Miaaouri, advertised for 
pickers for its great strawberry fields. 
The wages paid are small, but several 
thousand people could get a few weeks' 
employment. More than twenty thou- 
sand people applied for work, which was 
thouaanda more than could get work, 
and tho disappointed seekers after the 
paltry wage ar^ represented as beini; 
camped along both sides of a river for 
ten miles. On one or two occasions re- 
cently we have taken occasion to express 
the hope that the people of Canada will 
avoid the economic errors into whioh 
their Southern neighbors have fallen. 
One of these has been in connection 
with their railway system, another has 
been in permitting the creation of great 
trusts and monopolies, but tho moat 
costly of all has been the economic 
heresy of supposing that business pros- 
perity can be created by Acts of Con- 
gress, that people can be taxed into a 
condition of affluence. Nearly the whole 
of the British lales is more densely pop- 
ulated than the portion of the ^tate of 
Miaaouri referred to; but no one will 
claim that such an advertisement as thia 
would lead to such a result. A few 
years, ago the Coxie army aet out for 
Washington. It was a startling fact 
that two or three contingents of thia 
motley host were organized on the very 
shore of the Pacific Ocean. Thus we 
are brought face to face with this extra- 
ordinary state of tilings, that a people 
who in the apace of half a century occu 
pied all the vast region between the 
Miaaissippi and the great Western Ocean 
— a region large enough to be the seat of 
several empirea, a region rich enough in 
natural reaources to auatain millions up 
on millions of inhabitants, so unwisely 
utilized their greot poBaesaion that the 
wave of advancing population scarcely 
reached the Coaat before it was turned 
hack upon itself in despair. The ory of 
the Coxeyites was not give ua farms 
that we may grow up to be independent 
land-owners; but give ua work for wages 
To-day the cry of the Coxeyitea is the 
cry of millions of American people. It 
is a cry to Congress to give them a 
chance to be some one's servants, work- 
ing for hire. It is a startling 
thing to aay, but though the war of 
secession ,fre«l five million negro slaves 
its resulta, in grievous taxation, grinding 
monopolies, false ideas of social and 
political economy, wrong views aa to 
the duty of the government and the loaa 
of individual aelf-relianco have reduced 
more than five million white people to a 
condition ot slavery, infinitely worse in 
some respects than that under which the 
negroes auffered. It was good business 
for thci slave-owner to keep his property 
well-fed and comfortably housed; but 
the new taskmasters of the American 
people regard it aa good business to keep 
their slaves near starvation point, for 
the more eager they are for work the 
lower the wages with which they will be 
content. This sounds like the language 
of exaggeration ; but in the slave days in 
Missouri no such thing waa heard of aa 
the incident referred to in the opening 
aentence of thia article. 

We are far from desiring to take a 
pessimistic view of any subject and have 
great confidence in the recuperative 
powers of what is called the Anglo- 
Saxon race, but with 20,000 people bo- 
sieging a strawberry patch in Missouri 
for a chance to earn a miserable pittance, 
and the Senate shaking its fiat in the 
face of the world and leading men cry- 
ing out for a war with some nation, it 
makea little difference what, with a 
tarifl' franjed for the avowed purpoae of 
increasing the taxes so that a ])ortion of 
the money in circulation may bo taken 
out of the pockets of the people and be 
locked up permanently in tho vaults 
of tho troasur}', with one-half the 
electorate holding the other half in 
detestation', with nearly all the 
arable public domain exhausted, it must 
bo conceded that the problem, with 
which our neighbors have to grapple is 
one of enormous ditliculty. That they 
will solve it, and solve it satisfactorily, 
does not admit of a doubt, but the 
nation will be fortunate if it comes out 
of the difliculties, now besetting it, with- 
out bitter strife. There must be a new 
revolution. In the interests of civiliza- 
tion, may it be peaceful. 



Wk reprint a paragraph from the 
Ottawa Journal in regard to tho Patrons 
in parliament. These gentlemen are 
finding it impossible to carry out the 
finely S|)un theories on wliich they 
Bought election. This need occasion no 
Hur])rise. History haa a trick of repeat- 
ing itself in this way. The other day 
the Populist governor of ^tbe' sta^ of 
Washington was sharply criticized for 
not practicing what he preached. He 
frankly answereif that it wap o;.io thing 
to agitate for reforms and another to 
adminiatar the) laws. Responsibility haa 
a sobeiing effect upon most people.

Will Permit the Company to Waive 
Notice For Double Tracking 
Qovernmeut /Street. 



To give freer nmgo for diswission of 
the letter coutuiuiiig the propoaala of 
the tramway company, the city council 
at their meeting laat night adopted the 
Buggestioh of the Mnyor and went into 
committee of the whole to diacusa tiie 
matter. Mr. F. S. Barnard was present 
on behalf of the company, and tlie 
council bad Mr. W. J, Taylor with 
them to give any legal assistance that 
might b« necessary. 

The letter in eilect asked modificationa 
of the tramway regulations by-law in re 
j^ard to the number of pasBengers car 
ried over bridges, and the wcijiht of cars 
to be run ncrogs bridges, and stated that 
if the bridges were not strong enough at 
present to stand such ♦••aflic, the com- 
pany were willing to place them in ac 
cord to meet the tramway demands, pro 
vided the city would maintain the struc- 
tures when completed. The letter also 
asked that the requirement that fenders 
be placed on the cars be dropped, and 
stated that the company were wiUinK to 
grant a five cent fare to and from Eequi- 
malt fornaval men in uniform. 

Mr. ISarnard in reply to Aid. Part- 
ridge said that in the term"l)Uiejacketa" 
he had not thought of tlie militia, but 
he was quite willing to extend the live 
cent fare to all soldiers or volunteers in 
uniform as well as the sailors. • Tin hnd 
nothing further to add to the tramway 
letter, except to say that he saw no 
reason why the large twelve ton open 
cars should be run over Point Eiiice 
bridge. . They could not however he 
run over James Bay bridge as the track 
was not in proper place for this. He 
vitiS advised by engineers that both 
Point Ellice and James Bay bridges 
were equal to carry a train and locomo 
tive, bat if they were not th^ company 
' wished the city either to make the 
bridges strong enough or let the tram 
way do so. • - . ,. 

Aid. McOandleBB inquired if the com- 
pany would maintain the bridges. 

Mr. Barnard replied that that was 
rather a tall order. The company were 
willing to do what was fair, and reason- 
able, or even to contribute Eomethin;^ 
towards maintenance, but it seemed too 
much to ask the company to pay all the 
maintenance. Ho thought that perhaps 
the company might contribute partly to 
patting the bridges is proper shape, and 
something annually towards their main- 
tenance. 

Mr. Barnard then retired and the 
council discusBsed the letter informally, 
one of the first questions being whether 
it was advisable to allow twelve ton cars 
over the bridges. ' 

Mr. Wilmot, city engineer, expressed 
the opinion that James Bay and Point 
EUice bridges would be quite strong 
enough for twelve ton cars, but as to the 
advisability of running audi cars over 
Eock Bay bridge he would prefer to 
make a further examination before he 
gave any advice. 

Aid. McCandless spoke of the incon- 
venience of the number of passengers 
being restricted to oO to a car, and the 
Mayor agreed that it was a bad adver- 
tisement to the city that only thirty peo- 
ple should be allowed in a car crossing a 
bridge. 

The general feeling was, however, 
against allowing the tramway company 
to run over the bridges heavy cars at the 
city's risk for maintenance. Aid. Wilson 
saying, " If tlie company are not satis- 
fied, let them build their own bridiies." 

Aid. Vigeliua, seconded by Alil. I'lir- 
tridge, moved in ellect that the provi- 
sions of the regulations by-law be ob- 
served but that if the company would 
grant the bluejackets and other navy or 
army men a reduction of fare to five 
cents from Eecjuimalt the corporation 
would waive the requirement reapectiiij; 
notice before the double tracking Ciov- 
ernment street. This makins of the 
waiving of notice conditional upon the 
reduction of fares did not commend it- 
self to the meeting and the motion was 
am^ded on motion of Aid. Stewart, 
secondted by Aid. Kinsman to read : . 

"^That the ^tramway company be in- 
formed that the provisions of 'the by- 
laws in regard to tramway traffic be ob- 
Berve^i-^but the corporation will waive 
ther'rfqujrement respecting the notice, 
due from the tramway company before 
doable tracking Government street pro- 
vided the work is completed before 
June 20."

The man from the oldest, most moral 
and most polite,civilizationin the world ; 
from the country that sends out no 
illiterate, no vagrant, no^ debt-shirker, 
no thief, uo man incapable of earning a 
living by giving value received for it, 
Tliis man, perhaps the most valuable of 
all who come to America, is denied in 
tlip United .States the civil rights ac 
corded the very scum of the worn-out 
deapotisma of Kurope."

Wlien Hon. Dr. Montague was spoken 
to a few days ago in Vancouver about 
this chivalrous action of Sir Henri Joly, 
Ilia reply wiia more forcible than deli- 
cate, when he said that " Sir Henri was 
making a peg on -svhich to hang his un- 
washed hose." The significance of which 
remark would appear to he that the real 
object Sir Henri had in view in giving 
to the publisher a private communica- 
tion was not as commendable aa it would 
Sit first sight seem to be. At least this 
is the view taken in the Montreal Star, 
■which published, with comments, Dr, 
Montague's remark. , 

Itwould'bea consolation, even when 
established usage is ruthlessly ignored' 
and one's personal aOaira trundled be- 
fore tlie public gaze, rto know that the 
inspiring motive for sd'ch an action was 
free from imy ulterior consideration. 
But this consolatioa is denied me. I 
am candid when I say that I should 
never have atumbled upon the inner 
meaning of the act hml it not been 
for Dr. Montague. Being a politician 
he " knew his man " better than I. 
Sir Henri's cue was of course to 
strike my ball first, but its momentum 
was to reach otiiera, and in particular 
those in political circles of co-ordinate 
rank, who liad degraded themselves to 
the extent of allowing their names to 
appear upon the directorates of mining 
companies. His course should be in 
n^arked contrast to theirs. He woufd 
ieaoh them a lesson in political ethics, 
and my letter and his reply would be the 
ibeana'to that end.' 

•8o that now in reviewing his conduct, 
one scarcely knows which to admire 
most, his profound self-adoration, >>js 
contempt for the amenities of private 
life, or his astuteness in scoring a point 
against his political colleagues. But 
one element runs through it all like the 
principitl coloring of a picture, name- 
ly ilia Pharisaical eelf-couiplacency. 
He lifts his hands reverently and piously 
•exiilaima; "Jjord, 1 chank thee that I 
have no such connection with dubious 
enterprises as these men have. I kee'p 
clear of all such folly. If I receive an 
offer to unite with them, I scornfully 
decline and I give the correspondence 
to the press. Deliver me from paaaive 

Adopting Dr. Montague's figure, I 
would say that the three pegs upon 
which you have hune; your diatribe, are 
found i'n the words " buy," " gall," and 
"advice." You begin by saying •' act- 
ing presumably upon the assumption 
that every man has liia price, I tried to 
buy Sir Henri .foly do l.otbiniere." This 
sentence contains two propositions ; the 
first is an asaumption characteristic of 
the professional vililier, and the second 
ig a deliberate falsification of fact. 
I say " deliberate " because the state- 
ment after the lapse of a week baa ap- 
peared again in the isaue of the Pro- 
vince of the 22nd instant. You assume 
i^atl assume that every man has his 
price. Allow me to inform yoii that 1 
sesame nothing of the kind, chiefly bc- 
canse I know better. I know that there 
ia not gold and eilver enough in the 
jpoantains of this country to bay some 
men and I am glad to know 
there are such men. Confronted 
with a i)ropTsition to cast their 
vote on the one eI le or the other of 
question, or to give their support to a 
swindling enterprise for a coiiaideration, 
they would reject it with Hcorn and in- 
dignation. Even if no oatli of otiice 
stood in the way, tlieir eenae of honor 
would interpose an inipenetraljlo liar 
rier. I am so optimistic, even, aa to l)e 
lieve that there are plenty of men in the 
circle of Dominion politics, who cannot 
he boaght,:and the man who would at 
tempt to scQiire their vote in the house 
or their support to a questionable pro 
iect by an offer of 20,000 ten-cent shares 
ahould, apart from his moral character, 
he classified as a fit subject for a lunatic 
asylum. 

But it ia a matter of common know- 
ledge, that upon the prospectuses of re- 
putable conipauiea in tliia country and 
the old land there are names of prom- 
inent men who never paid a dollar into 
the treasury. How did they get there? 
Was it by fraud, corruption and bribery 
Or was it by a simple and na 
tural 'and generally recognized busi 
ness principle, viz., that of a pro- 
per quid pro quo for service 
rendered in uebalf of an honest and 
laudable undertaking? Does anyone 
question - their integrity or claim that 
they had Bold their honor pr themselves? 
Sold tbemafelves and parted with last 
vestige of honor? Leaving oat Sir Henri 
Joly I have not known ofanyone having 
the "unbounded gall" to insinuate 
that they have, except the editor of the 
IProvince. 

In the light of past events, in connec- 
tion with this .Joly liattor, you have 
been so good as to' tender your advice. 
Thanks awfully. Yi, s, thanks. No 
doubt you could \mv j done it much 
better.

FAIlilERS' INSTITUTES. 

An Acting Superintendent Appointed and 
Rales and Regulations la Course 
of 'Preparation. 

For the purpose of bringing about aa 
soon as possible the objects aimed at in 
the Farmers' Institute Act, passed at the 
last session of the legislature, Mr. J. R. 
Anderson, deputy minister of agricul- 
ture has been appointed acting superin- 
tendent of farmers inatitutea, and rules 
are beiug drawn up. These rules and 
regulations are being sent out among 
many of the principal farmers for sug- 
gestions, and opinions from farmers gen- 
erally are asked by Mr. Anderson in 
regard to desirable rules for carrying 
out the act. Everything depends upon 
the agriculturists themselves taking an 
active interest in the matter. An insti- 
tute can be organized on petition of 15 
persona reaident in any district and com- 
pliance with certain details. The object 
of the inatitutea is to encourage and im- 
prove agriculture, horticulture, arbori- 
culture manufactures and the useful arta 
by lioldiiig meetings for the diacuasion 
of and hearing lectures on subjecta in 
connection with the theory and practice 
of improved husbandry or other indus- 
trial purposes ; by promotion the circu- 
lation of agricultural, horticultural, ar- 
boricultural and mechanical periodi- 
cals; by importing and otherwise 
procuring and distributing seeds, 
plants and animals of new and valuable 
kinds; by offering prizes for essays and 
questions of scientific inquiries relating 
to agriculture, horticulture, arboricul- 
ture, manufactures and the uaeful arts ; 
and by co-operation for carrying on any 
industry, or for any purpose related to 
[riculture within the diatrict. 
Tlie co-operation referato formation of 
farmers' exchanges for buying and Bell- 
ing farm jiroduce, or for carrying on of 
cheese fnctorieo, creameries, fruit can- 
ning or mutual credit associations for re- 
ceiving deposits or loaning money to 
members, or for other objects coming 
within the meaning of the act. 

The benelitg to be derived l)y farmers 
from instituleg of tliis kind are well re- 
cognized l>v I he rcanltH attained in Enat- 
erii Canada .nnd elseivhere, consequently 
British Columbia should, make a strong 
effort to keep up in tbe procession of 
progress, otherwise the agricultural re- 
sources will never be developed as 
quickly and advantageously aa naturally 
should be the case. 



Wholesale Mevcbaiils Report Busi- 
ness for the Past^Week 
E;airly Good^^ 

Ninety per cent, ad valorem duty on 
the raw material and about half that on 
the mannfactared article has been the 
means of killing an entire industry in 
Canada, -which th^ Victoria Bice Mill 
is the representative in thisi'city. This 
freak of the framers of the new tariff 
seems to have been made without any 
reference to commercial expediency, and 
the singling out of this solitary industry 
for annihilation looks somewhat peculiar, 
particularly as the only mills in .Canada 
to-day are owned by the same firm — the 
Mount Koyal Milling Company. Not 
only have.all ,the mills of this company 
been 'bldsed down,' but the consamerB of 
rice in Victoria now- pay about $6 per 
ton more under th^ new , order of 
things than they did under the old 
'regime. This branch of commercial 
activity had been established in tiiiscity 
for some years, and was gradually 
assuming quite large proportions when 
the shortsighted move of the Ottawa 
legislators completely cut the ground 
\xovsx under it, and now not a wheel is 
turning. 

But in spite of this bard luck on the 
one handi other avenues of tradi^'&ir'e be- 
ing opened for tbe milled goods of'local 
manufacturers. Only last week a largo 
shipment of Hour was aont to the Yukon 
by way of lake Teslin, and the packer, 
in wlioae care the goods were sent, ex- 
pects to land them on the Klondyke by 
the time t.'iat another lot ahipped from 
.San Francisco have arrived no further 
than St. Michaels, Alaska. Everthing 
points to the fact that when once Vic- 
toria has even average shipping facilities 
with that part of the world, the golden 
stream from the placers of the far n-'-' !! 
will flow towards this city. For the pur 
pose of trade with the miners local 
millers say that iiour ground from 
Oregon wheat has entirely Ba^,planted all 
other kinds, as the miners- want a flour 
for quick use, to which the Manitoba 
brands are not adapted— and this fact 
should give Victoria merchants an ad- 
vantage in supplying the demand from 
the entire northern section. 

Other than the last mentioned item 
there is nothing new to report in the 
grain and feed line. Potatoes show- 
downward tendency, owing to whole- 
saiera preparing for the new crop, while 
wheat and other leed stiiira remain firm; 
the Seattle market which regulates the 
local prices showing no changes. 

A trial shipment of a carload of rubber 
tired buggies is a feature of the week in 
the iron and hardware business, Messrs 
E. G. Prior &. Co., Ltd., who have 
made the venture, stating that from 
inquiries made for goods in this line 
they expect to do a very large business 
The amount of trade done by this and 
other local houses in the same line con- 
tinue very satisfactory. Owing to the 
amendment to the new tariff placing 
nails and bolta and goods, of that des- 
cription under practically the same pro- 
tection as tbe old tariff tbe price of 
these hardwares have gone up a peg or 
two. 

.Ino. Piorcey it Co. announce a con- 
tinuous increasing demand for staple 
and fancy dry goods, particularly 
from the country. In fact the far-ofl" 
Yukon cuts quite a figure in the ledger 
of this concern tiiey having several good

Tho wholesale dry goods trade alto- 
gether is in good aliape, the demand for 
staples being steady, and importers of 
Knglish goods look far a iargo increase 
in that branch of their trade through 
the operation of the preferential clause 
in the new 'tariff. But this, increase.is 
not likely to amonnt to much until next 
year. 

" Still," as one gentleman put it, " its 
always something to look forward to."

The Wlh8 and liquors trade locally is 
qliiet but the orders from country points 
more than make up fpr tho deficiency, 
and Messrs. Pither &,Lei6er express en- 
tire satisfaction with existing conditions 
of trade. While the published reports 
of the supply of spirits to tbe argonauts 
of the Klondyke would go to show that 
in this particnlar their needs are finding 
fairly good attention this business can- 
not be traced to Victoria. 

" No doubt the reported enormous 
profits are true," remarked Mr. Pither, 
"as the only way in which to carry on 
tho business is to buy tbe purest of 
spirits as there must be plenty of water 
in Alaska good enough to mix with the 
spirits after they have been taken into 
the mines."
